Committee Accepts 
'Dare' by Commerce 
Secretary Weeks 


W A SH IN G TO N (UR)- The House 
A ppropriations 
Com m ittee 
today 
slashed 26 per cent from the budg­ 
et of C om m erce Secretary Sinclair 
W eeks who had “d a re d ” Congress 
to cut it. 
lf approved bv the House, the 
reduction will push over (he one 
billion-dollar m ark the total cuts 
made by the House in President 
Eisenhow er’s r e c o r d peacetim e 
spending budget of $71,800,000,000. 
The committee approved $591,- 
387,060 to run the Com m erce De­ 
partm ent in th e nest \e a r instead 
of the $803,790,000 requested by 
Weeks. 
It also trim m ed the budget for 
a group of ind epen de nt com m erce 
agencies from $50,075,000 to $45,- 
649,400, and for the P anam a Canal 
from $17,648,000 to $16,684,600. 
AII the cuts added up to $217,- 
827,940. 
T hey 
pushed 
to 
SI.039.245,740 
the total reductions imposed so far 
by the com m ittee or by the House 
itself in acting on administration 
appropriation requests t o t a l i n g 
$14,302,812,601. 
The 
total 
cuts 
am ount to about 7.3 per cent of 
the am ounts sought. 
T he deep com m ittee cuts in the 
com m erce budget followed House 
passage T hursday night of a light­ 
ly cut $2,800,000,000 appropriations 
bill for the L abor and Health. E du­ 
cation and W elfare departm ents. 
The com m ittee acted after clos­ 
ed door hearings bv a subcom m it­ 
tee at which W eeks was asked to 
explain rem arks 
he 
made about 
budget cutting on television March 
17 
W eeks was q uoted as saying that 
: “ if Congress w ant s to st art cu t­ 
ting.” it could take 50 million dol­ 
lars out of his budget. 
The com ­ 
mittee cuts in W eek s’ budget alone 
totaled $212,402,940. 
The com m ittee voted to reduce 
the M a r t i m e A dm inistration’s 
funds fog ship construction from 
$94,500,000 to $3,000,000 
leaving 
only enough to replace some ships 
and for research. 
F unds rem oveo from this sec­

included 62 
million dollars 
earm ark ed for building a new sup ­ 
er liner to replace the S. S. A m eri­ 
ca as a sister ship to the S S. U nit­ 
ed States. 
The com m ittee also knocked out 
all funds for the controversial Of­ 
fice o f Strategic Inform ation for 
which W eeks sought f 101,500.

Senate campaigns last year, it in­ 
dicates a political circle of great 
importance to the American peo­ 
ple. 
The circle goes round and round, 
like this: 
‘The oil men get tax 
concessions.’ They use the money 
they save on taxes to elect their 
friends as senators and their man 
as president. Then their senators 
cooperate by voting for continued 
tax concessions.” 
Little of this, however, was re­ 
corded for the public to read and 
know about. 
Here is the full story of what 
happened. 


HONEST TAX CHAMPION 


Sen 
Williams is a stanch Re­ 
publican turkey farmer and feed 
dealer who, coming from the Du 
Font 
state 
of 
Delaware, 
could 
not easily be elected if he were 
not a conservative. 
He had been 
waging a long-time campaign for 
honest taxes and honest tax col­ 
lection. 
For 
a time, 
got acme 
support 
from 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury Humphrey, 
who stated 
publicly that the 27 I 2 per cent 
depletion allowance given the oil 
industry was too much. 
Before 
the 
corporate 
tax bill 
came up for renewal last week, 
therefore, Williams 
appealed to 
Humphrey to supbort a reduction. 
Humphrey 
declined. 
Williams 
nevertheless moved in the Sen­ 
ate to reduce the 27 1-2 per cent tax 
bonanza to 15 per cent. 
He got 
nowhere. 
So two fellow Republicans, Aik­ 
en of Vermont and Potter of Mich­ 
igan, gave him whispered advice 
to 
try a compromise 
at 20 per 
cent. 
He did so. 
But a roar of 
negative votes drowned this pro­ 
posal too. 
Those leading 
the “ no” chorus 
were Democrats Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, great friend of the oil 
lobby, Russell Long of Louisiana, 
who owns underwater oil lands in 
the Gulf of Mexico; 
and 
Frank 
Carlton 
(Kans.) 
with 
Everett 
Dirksen (IIL), Republicans. 
Williams then tried for a show 
of hands to get a roll-call vote to 
require senators’ names to be re­ 
corded 
for and 
against the 
oil 
companies. 
He 
got 
only 
four 
hands: 
Douglas (IU.), 
Neuber- 
ger (Ore ). Democrats; with Aiken 
and 
his own (Williams’) 
hand. 
Republicans. 
Then 
Douglas, 
a former 
eco­ 
nomics professor at the Universi­ 
ty of Chicago and a tax expert, 
proposed 
a further compromise 
He urged that little oil compan­ 
ies with a net income of less than 
$1,000,000 
be 
allowed the 
full 
27 1*2 per cent tax benefit. Com­ 
panies with a net income of $1. 
000,000 to $5,000,000, he proposed, 
should get 
20 per cent allowance 
Companies 
making 
more 
than 


$5,000,000, he moved, should get 
15 per cent. 
This, however, was also roared 
down. 
Democratic leader Lyndon 
Johnson led the chorua. 


POCKETBOOK SENATOR 


Then Douglas asked for a roll­ 
call vote. 
He needed 
IO hands. 
The Democrats pride themselves 
on being the champions 
of little 
business 
and the common 
man. 
Only six of them, however, were 
willing to stand up and be count­ 
ed: Lausche of Ohio, MeNamara 
of Michigan, Humphrey of Minne­ 
sota, Carroll of Colorado, Neu* 
berger 
and Douglas. 
Three 
Re­ 
publicans also raised their hands: 
davits of New York, Aiken and 
Williams. 
While 
Williams and 
Douglas 
made repeated pleas for a roll­ 
call vote, Senators Long, Kerr, 
Carlson and Dirksen, together with 
Lyndon Johnson, slipped around on 
the Senate floor, urging colleagues 
to keep their hands down. 
Afterward Sen. Kerr confided to 
Charlie Murray, son of the elder- 
statesman senator from Montana: 
“If they’d got a roll eall, the op­ 
position 
could have 
rolled up 40 
votes against us.” 
By “us,” he meant the oil com­ 
panies. 
Sen. Kerr, through his 
company, Kerr-McGee owns $10,- 
000,000 of oil-gas lands, on which 
! he has received a gross income 


I as high as $14,000,000. In 1950 his 
net was $1,218,827, on which his 
company paid a tax of only $6,* 
949—as a result of generous tax 
benefits given the oil industry. 
A senator 
who has 
a pocket- 
book interest in any legislation is 
not 
supposed 
to vote on it, let 
alone lobby. 
But Sen. Kerr was 
busy as a bird-dog blocking any 
roll call on the oil depletion 
al­ 
lowance. 
Sen. K err’s lobbying was high­ 
ly successful. 
Only nine senators 
voted 
for 
a roll-call. 
The 
so­ 
called liberal senators who either 
weren’t present or ducked out in­ 
cluded; 
Murray 
and 
Mansfield 
of Montana, the latter being the 
Democratic whip; Magouson and 
Jackson of Washington; Morse of 
Oregon; 
Green 
and Pastor# 
of 
Rhode Island; Kennings and Sym­ 
ington 
of Missouri; 
Sparkman 
and 
Hill of Alabama; 
Kennedy 
of Massachusetts: O'Mahonev of 
Wyoming; 
Scott of North 
Caro­ 
lina; and Gore of Tennessee. 
Though Gore was minus on the 
roll call, he did a great service 
to the country by carefully re 
cording the recent contributions 
of the big oil companies.

SPRINGFIELD C.E) — A dm inis-1 
Oration bills to continue the current 
SMi per cent rate on the state sales I 
lax and uae tax awaited action by 
the General Assem bly today. 
The billa were introduced at a 
brief House session Thursday, and 
will begin moving through the Leg­ 
islature next week when the legis­ 
lators return to Springfield. 
The 2% per cent rate would be 
continued until the General Assem ­ 
bly acted specifically to change it, 
under the proposed legislation. The 
•ales tax was boosted from 2 to 
tv* per eent In 1955, with the half 
cent increase due to expire June 
BO, 1957. 
The 1955 Legislature also enact­ 


ed a city sales tax which perm its 
Illinois cities to levy a half-cent 
tax in addition to the state tax, 
and in most Illinois comm unities 
the total tax is 3 per cent. 
O t h e r 
measures 
introduced 
T hursday include a bill to raise the 
m inim um age for a driver’s license 
to 18. 
Restricted licenses may now 
be issued at age 14. 
One controversial bill introduced 
Thursday would ban the erection 
of billboards or advertising signs 
within 500 feet of any highway con 
structed in Illinois as part of the 
new federal interstate highway sys­ 
tem. 
Sim ilar legislation ii pending in 


Congress, w here attem pts are ne- 
ing made to prevent the use of 
billboards on 
the interstate sys­ 
tem, for which the federal govern­ 
m ent provides 
costs. 
A nother bill introduced would 
permit

place white crosses along the high­

Leland P. (Doc) Lingle, 
the founder of track at Southern 
Illinois Unversity, opens his 31st j 
year here this month. 


Back in 1927 in his first yea r on 
the SIU faculty, Lingle launched 
the first reg ular track schedule. 
Prior to that tin#* Southern had 
had only two track meets, a con­ 
ference m eet at McKendree Col­ 
lege in 1916 and the other at old 
Ewing College in 1925. 
In the 30 years since then, Lin­ 
g le ^ team s have won num erous 
championships and have compd 
cd an overall dual m eet m ark of 
HO victories com pared to only 30 
losses. 
His team s have done even 
better in trian g u lar clashes, cap ­ 
turing IO while dropping only two, 
giving Lingle an im pressive dual- 
triangular 30-year record of 120 
wins 
and 35 losses—a .774 
p er­ 
centage. 
The clim ax in Lingle’s long c a ­ 
reer cam e 'n Australia last Nov­ 
em b er when he saw one of his 
products, 
Phil 
Coleman 
of C ar­ 
bondale, 
becom e the first 
SIU 
athlete ever to participate in the 
Olympics. 
Lingle’s form er tra c k ­ 
men, alum ni, and other fans con­ 
tributed more than 81,700 to m ake, 
the trip possible. 
Savs B etter Than E ver 
E v er since getting back, Lingle 
has 
been 
on a heavy 
banquet 
schedule, 
relating 
his Olympic 
experiences to dozens of groups 
in the Southern Illinois area. 
He 
enjoys telling his audiences about 
his experiences in Australia and 
often plays a tape recording of 
some of the proceedings. 
Last week at the Sill coaching 
clinic he seem ed to be re-livine 
his Olympic experiences as a tape 
recorder brought forth the notes 
of the m ore than 200-piece Olym­ 
pic band, which signalled the be- I 
ginning of the opening m arch of 
the w orld’s finest athletes. 
T rack is better than ever, ac 
cording to Lingle, who has seen 
m any im provem ents in the past 
three decades.
